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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains more than one 
paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 26 recites the limitation "said at least one cavity" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall b'e entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

riairnc 9n-93 95-9Q, and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 



anticipated by Salatino et al. (5,915,168). Salatino discloses a method of producing a 
crystalline substrate based device, comprising: providing a microelectronic structure 
(col.5 lines 46-61), a micromechanical structure (col.5 lines 27-32), an optoelectronic 
structure (col.4 lines 25-35), and a surface acoustic wave device (col.5 lines 24-28) on a 
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silicon substrate (col.6 lines 5-6); and adhesively sealing a transparent packaging layer 
(col.5 lines 12; col.6 lines 14-18) over said device to define a plurality of gaps or cavities 
between said devices and said packaging layer (col.6 lines 1-4), wherein an epoxy 
adhesive is used for said sealing (col.5 lines 13-19). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 24, 33, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Salatino as applied to claims 20-23, 25-29, and 34 above, and further 
in view of Ichikawa et al. (5,996,199). Salatino does not disclose forming a 
microstructure on a quartz, lithium niobate, or lithium tantalate substrate. However, 
Ichikawa discloses forming a microstructure on a quartz, lithium niobate, and lithium 
tantalate substrate (col.2 lines 51-54). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a 
person skilled in the art at the time of the invention to use the substrates of Ichikawa 
with the method of forming a crystalline substrate based device of Salatino in order to 
absorb light of a particular frequency used in surface acoustic wave (SAW) devices 
(Ichikawa - col. 15 lines 29-36).
